Anquiry tobe made againſt Engrofſers:—@ 

\ That the Juſtices of the'Peace within their ſeveral divi- 
fions have regard that Engroflers of Corn be carefully [oo- 
ked unto , and inquifitions to be made for knowledge of 
- them, ſo as they may be ſeverely puniſhed accordiag to 

the Law; and whereiſch arefound, to make Certificates, 
- | cheir Names'and Dwellings, and of the proofsto the Kings 
 Majeftics Atturnal General for the time beingywho is dire- 
&ed ſpeedily to inform againft them for the (ame, and to 
ſee that none be permitted to buy any Corn to (ell again, 
but by ſpecial Licence, and that of all manner of Licence; 
by Juſtices of the Peace, or by any other Authority, the 

arties that ſhall have ſich Licences,ſhall caufe an encry ro 
3x made in the Books of the Peace, remaining with the 
Cuſtos Rot -lorum,or the Clerk of the Peacesfor entry where- 
of the party ſhail nt pay.above Two pence,, and thereof 
the CoſtosRotulorum,or the Clerk,thall keep a good Regifter 
tobe ſhewed to the Juſtices, whenſoever they hall require 
che fight thereof. ,
